Stan- 
ton's 3-3-3-1 finishes gave him second 
overall, while Doug Dubach (Yam) 
rounded out the top three with 4-2- 
2-4 finishes. Belgian Stefan Everts 
(Suz) earned the Prince of Bercy title 
for the 125cc class. 


A couple of weeks ago we reported that 
the Syracuse Mile would not be run 
next year and that ticket refunds for 
the September 9 rain-out were being 
made.

American Honda has announced a 
price increase on two 1991 motor- 
cycles. In a bulletin sent to its dealers 
on November 14, Honda said, “Since 
the announcement of the 1991 prices, 
there have been serious economic 
changes which will effect our pricing. 
As you may know, during the first half 
of this year, the exchange rate averaged 
Ү151=$1.00. In recent months, this rate 
has plunged to as low as Ү125=$1.00, 
a 1296 cost increase. This increase not 
only affects our products from Japan, 
but also our U.S. manufactured pro- 
ducts to the extent of their Japanese 
purchase content. After serious consid- 
eration of the competitive market 
situation of our entire product line, we 
find it necessary to increase prices on 
four models (two motorcycles and two 
ATVs), effective December 1, 1990." 
The 1991 VFR750FM/LM suggested 
retail price has been increased by $200, 
from $6998 to $7198; and the 
CBR600F2M/LM by $300, from $4998 
to $5298. The four-wheel 
TRX300FWM and TRX300M along 
with the "New Hampshire" versions 
of both ATVs received $50 increases. 
Honda also said, "At this time, we 
expect to be able to retain convention 
announced prices on the balance of our 
1991 model lineup and restrict price 
increases to these carefully selected 
models only.” 


With all the deserved ballyhoo given 
to champions of the many disciplines 
of our favorite sport, one racer has been 
more or less overlooked — Brian 
Tillson, the Junior class National 
Champion dirt tracker. The final 
round of the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Junior Dirt Track Series 
went down the drain when the Sep- 
tember 9 Syracuse Mile was rained out. 
Tillson, who was on top of the point 
standings following the previous 
round — the Labor Day weekend 
Springfield Mile, didn't get the oppor- 
tunity to shake the champagne and 
spray the crowd to celebrate his title. 
And with all the attention we gave to 
the Camel Pro Series title chase, we 
failed to give credit to New Eriglander 
Tillson. Belated congrats, champ!

The American Road Racing Associa- 
tion (ARRA) will culminate its 1990 





season with the running of the 12th 
and final round of the Del Amo/ 
Miller High Life Formula One 
Grand Prix at southern California's 
Willow Springs International Race- 
way, December 16. The penultimate 
round, run last month, saw AMA 
National Championship Superbike 
Road Race Series competitor Thomas 
Stevens duel with and out-run the 
1990 ARRA Formula One champ 
Chuck Graves, and young Kenny 
Roberts Jr., son of former World 
Champion Kenny Roberts, make his 
Formula One debut. 


Purses for most of the 18 rounds of 
the 1991 Camel Supercross Series have 
increased significantly. Both the 
March 9 Daytona Supercross and the 
January 26 Anaheim Supercross will 
put $60,000 up for grabs, the April 13- 
14 Pontiac Supercross doubleheader 
offers a combined purse of $70,000, and 
a purse of $45,000 will be posted for 
each of the other rounds. As reported 
earlier, Camel has increased its spon- 
sorship of the 250cc class from $125,000 
this year to a record $200,000 for 1991: 
The series winner will receive 
$100,000.

GAINESVILLE, FL, NOV. 19-24 
eff Dement, Ezra Lusk and Ryan 
Js garnered the highest 
individual honors in six days of 
intense competition to climax the 
19th Annual AMA Winter National 
Olympics. 

The event drew 2780 class entries 
representing riders from 36 states and 
Canada. Riders competed in TT, 
Stadium MX, Motocross and Grand 
Prix events to earn the 15 class cham- 
pionships up for grabs in the AMA- 
sanctioned, WorldSports-promoted 
event. 

Suzuki-backed Dement and 
Kawasaki-supported Ricky Carmi- 
chael deadlocked for WorldSports’ 
Bronze Bike Award. Both riders carded 
perfect records after battling in six days 
of competition without a loss, but 
Dement won the tiebreaker based on 
higher rider participation in his 
classes. 

Dement said, “I was worried in the 
Grand Prix.

Hamel takes charge at Lucerne

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, NOV. 24 
ТМ” Danny Hamel dusted the 
К at the Battle-to- 
Victory ’90, the replacement гасе 
for this year’s cancelled Barstow-to- 
Vegas Hare & Hound. 

The 18-year-old from Boulder City, 
Nevada, completed the grueling 109- 
mile race through Lucerne Valley in 
just under three hours to take the 
overall honors nearly 10 minutes ahead 
of his nearest rival. 

"It feels good to win this race 
because B-to-V is the granddaddy of 
all desert races," said Hamel. 
“Barstow-to-Vegas is a really impor- 
tant event and we need to do something 
to bring the real race back again." 

Second overall went to Honda 
privateer Dan Richardson, with 
Robert Laughlin, John Rudder and 
Vet hotshot Paul Ostbo rounding out 
the top five. 

Battle-to-Victory was organized by 
District 37's Sports Committee after the 
BLM closed the traditional B-to-V 
course due to environmental concerns. 

The three-loop alternative course 
drew just over 400 riders, far fewer than 
the 1200 entries the Thanksgiving 
weekend event usually draws. 

“We have to face facts. This isn’t the 
normal B-to-V,” said Dave Kersting of 
the organizing committee. ““There are 
fewer entries this year and we didn’t 
draw as many out-of-staters. as we 
usually do, but at least it gives eve- 
rybody something to do on a 
weekend.” 

Proceeds from the event’s $40 pre- 
entry/$50 post-entry fee will go to 
District 37’s conservation and legisla- 
tive efforts to help bring Barstow-to- 
Vegas back in 1991. 

Battle-to- Victory drew riders from as 
far away as Oregon and Texas, but it 





was not the star-studded affair that B- 
to-V watchers have come to expect. 
Defending champ Dan Smith was 
sidelined by prerunning injuries from 
the Baja 1000, and other top contenders 
like Larry Roeseler and Bruce Ogilvie 
were not in the starting lineup. 

A new B-to-V Kids class drew 16 
entries and set a record for the youngest 
rider when two four-year-olds took 
their places for the row five start. The 
Kids headed up the bomb run and 
completed a 10-mile section of loop 
one. 

The banner dropped for the Ama- 
teur/Expert start just after eight a.m. 
and the racers powered north up the 
valley towards the start of the first 35- 
mile loop. 

Kawasaki’s Ted Hunnicutt was out 
in front all the way in the drag race 
to the bomb with ATK’s Chris Cran- 
dall hard on the gas in second and 
Hamel’s 540 DXC KTM powering 
through in third. 

“The key to the whole thing was 
picking a good line and I knew I had 
the fastest one there,” said Hunnicutt. 
“I got off the line really fast and after 
that it was easy.” 

Early-morning shadows made the 
terrain hard to read and the dust hung 
on the still morning air." 

“They turned us and ran us straight 
into the sun," said Kawasaki KX125 
pilot Roger Hurd. “It was really dusty 
off the start and we were going uphill 
right into the sun. You couldn’t see 
a thing.” 

A lapse in concentration when the 
banner dropped put KTM’s Jimmy 
Lewis in the thick of the dust. 

“I forgot to put the bike in gear or 
it hopped out or something, but it 
wasn’t a very good start,” said Lewis. 





“I was pretty far back so it was really 
dusty and that held me up for a while.” 

Hamel wasted no time breaking out 
of Crandall's dust. He dodged past the 
Open class contender in a rocky section 
just five miles from the start and settled 
into stride in second. 

“I could see Hunnicutt all the way," 
said Hamel. "I was just hanging back 
a bit out of his dust." 

The front-runners made short work 
of the first 35 miles and headed into 
pit row just before 9 a.m. Hunnicutt 
was a minute ahead of Hamel, with 
another two minutes back to Crandall 
in third, and half a minute back to 
Paul Ostbo in fourth. 

Richardson's CR500 dashed into pit 
row in fifth, with Laughlin, CR250 
pilot Jeff Case, Rudder and Vet 250cc 
contender Kenny Parry chasing hard 
all the way. 

The leader of the 125cc pack, Jeff 
Kawell, headed into loop two in 10th 
overall, but the 125cc class lead turned 
over to Lewis when Kawell had to 
double back to the Kawasaki pit to 
change a front flat. 

А promising early run by ATK's 
Greg Zitterkopf bit the dust when he 
went over the bars and reportedly broke 
his hand near the end of loop one, and 
Kawasaki pilots Roger Hurd and Brett 
Howell threw in the towel soon after. 

“I fell twice and then I got a flat 
and it just wasn't worth it,” said Hurd. 

"People are having a lot of trouble 
following the course. It could've done 
with a lot more ribbon and arrows," 
said Howell. “They should've stuck to 
the original plan and let us havea four- 
day weekend off." ` 

Hunnicutt stretched his lead in the 
39-mile dash around loop two. 

“The race was going.all my way,” 
said Hunnicutt. "I could look back 
from the tops of the hills and see 
Hamel's dust way back in the distance. 
I had some good distance on him so 
I could ride my own race and just 
concentrate on finishing." 

Dust and rocks started to spread the 
rest of the field out as they raced 
towards pit number two and many 
riders were taken by surprise when 












loop two merged with loop one for the 
final run into pit row. 

“We didn't know the trails came 
together and all of a sudden we were 
with the first loop guys, passing people 
like crazy," said Ostbo, who was locked 
in a neck-in-neck battle for third with 
Richardson. “I recognized the loop, 
and thought we'd gone the wrong way, 
so we rode maybe a mile back to the. 
last check to see where we'd gone, 
wrong. They said we were on the right 
course but that cost us some time."  ; 

The merging trails put Hunnicutt, 
back in the dust and the race leader 
came to grief just one mile shy of pit. 
row. 

“I was in some Novice's dust and 
I hit something hard and fast,” said 
the KX500 pilot. “I didn’t have any 
warning at all and there was no way. 
of saving it. I don’t know what I hit 
and I couldn’t get up to go back and 
look.” 

Hunnicutt landed ina bush with his 
bike on top of him. 

“Tve got tire marks all over me, I’m 
bruised pretty badly and I think I 
sprained my wrist,” said Hunnicut, 
number one plate holder in the Open 
class for 1991. “I was really, really 
angry that it happened. Everything 
was going so well." 4 

The crash put Hamel in the lead 
going into loop three and the KTM 
ace never looked back. ; 

“The first two loops were mainly 
valleys and really, really fast stuff with 
lots of whoops, but the third loop was 
really bitchin," said Hamel. ''It was 
really technical and really tough. I 
loved it.” i 

While Hamel pushed to open up the 
lead, the competition was giving him 
an unexpected helping hand. Crandall 
charged into the final loop just four 
minutes behind Hamel in second, but 
a blown shock forced him to double 
back for repairs. 

“We had to replace the shock and 
that cost us some time, then the shock 
we put on wasn't really right," said 
Crandall. “I had to work really hard.” 

Laughlin inherited second place 
nine minutes behind Hamel, with 











Other than crashing once, Honda-mounted Robert Laughlin had a flawless 
ride, charging to third overall and second place in the 500cc class. 








Richardson leading the 250cc Experts 
half a minute back in third and ATK 
250 pilot John Rudder half a minute 
behind in fourth. 

'"Ostbo thundered through with a 
broken muffler core in fifth with a two 
minute lead over Vet challenger Kenny 
Parry, and Lewis was seven minutes 
ahead of the nearest 125cc competition 
in ninth. 

“1 thought it was a really good 
course," said Lewis. '"T here were some 
wide open sections, but it wasn't too 
bad. It wasn't wide open all the way.” 
‘Loop three headed south past Cou- 
кат Butte and ran back and forth 
through the Fry Mountains. 

“We laid out the first two loops so 
anybody could do them. Beginners and 
Quads were supposed to have fun out 
there, but loop three is pretty tough," 
said Kersting. “There are a couple of 
feat downhills and an uphill coming 
back through Fry Mountain. It's pretty 
bad so there's an alternate on it." 

Super Senior Art Moore had a few 

‘Smments when he reached the uphill. 
^*[ was swearing and cursing at 
Kersting going up that thing," Moore. 
“Tt was a stair-step hill. That thing 
was tough.” 
“Despite the promises of tough 
terrain, Hamel completed the final 35- 
mile loop in 48 minutes flat. He 
sprayed gravel all the way up the 
final hill and took the checkered flag 
With a total elapsed time of two hours 
and 45 minutes. 

“That was really fun and it feels 
great to win B-to-V,” said the KTM/ 
Answer/Maxima/F&L/Z Racing/ 
Alumilite/Gaerne/Acerbis/Motorcy- 
«le Tire Center-backed racer. “This is 
only the second time I've raced it. Last 
year I had problems and it was awful, 
but things worked this time. I'm really 
happy. This is an important race to 
me." 








Laughlin was pushing hard 
throughout the final loop and had 
second place in the bag when he came 
to the final hill. 

"I was ahead of Richardson until I 
got to that hill and I went right over 
the bars," said Laughlin. 

The last minute tumble put 
Richardson into second, nine and a 
half minutes behind Hamel, and 
Laughlin had to be content with third 
overall, 12 minutes behind the winner. 

"T had a good race except for getting 
lost at the end of the second loop," 
said Richardson, who took the 250cc 
honors on his Simi Honda/Sinisalo/ 
Race Tech/Acerbis/Mousse Racing/ 
Krause Racing-backed Honda CR250. 
"Laughlin was behind me when Ostbo 
and I turned around because we 
thought we'd lost the course and I had 
to try to catch him after that." 

The fast-paced terrain and a hole in 
the pipe did not make the chase easy. 

“The course was fast — really fast," 
Richadson reported. “It would've been 
good on a 500, but I needed some more 
top end and this hole in the pipe has 
been giving me a really bad headache 
for about 25 miles." 

Laughlin reported a clean race all 
the way to the final hill. 

“It was pretty good. I never got off 
or anything until right at the end,” 
said Laughlin. 

A last minute sprint in the final 
valley put ATK's John Rudder into 
fourth overall and second 250, just 
seconds ahead of Ostbo, who scored 
a wire-to-wire victory in the Vet class. 

“The dust was a real factor today 
because the course was so fast," said 
Ostbo. “It doesn't matter as much if 
it's tight and really rocky, but it made 
a difference today.” 

Ostbo attributed part of his success 
to aspirin. “I hurt my back prerunning 
for the Baja 1000 and my chiropractor

told me I shouldn't ride today, but I 
took a lot of aspirin and it got me 
through," he explained. 

A final loop charge made up some 
of the time Crandall had lost in the 
pits and gave the ATK pilot sixth in 
the overall lineup and third in the 
Open class. 

Jeff Case slid home on Crandall's 
heels to claim seventh overall and 
Parry topped the Vet 250cc contenders 
in eighth. 

“T’m really pleased that the District 
went ahead with an event," said Parry. 
“АП things considered they did a great 
job laying out a course at the last 
minute. I'm really proud of them for 
doing it. I think it shows a lot of class.” 

Lewis took the 125cc class win in 
ninth overall, five minutes ahead of 
Kawell (llth overall), and Craig 
Hunter rounded out the top 10 on a 
Kawasaki KX250. 

Ross Barnes topped the Senior 
Experts (27th overall) and Steve 
Thompson finished 33rd overall for 
the Senior 250cc win. 

"I'm pooped," said Thompson. “А

MAASTRIGHT, HOLLAND, NOV. 24-25 
or the second year in a row Rick 
Johnson came away the winner at 
the Maastricht Congress Center 
Supercross, while American Honda 
teammate Jeff Stanton used his stra- 
tegy of consistently finishing near the 
front to wrap up the first Masters of 
Motocross title although he never won 
an event in the five-race series.

tricht, Johnson went on to dominate 
other supercross events held in Europe, 
but this year he immediately flew back 
to the U.S. to get married. 

Johnson finished second behind 
Bayle on the first day of the double- 
header, then topped Stanton and Bayle 
on day two to pick up the overall win. 
The victory in the final round of the 
five-event Masters of Motocross Series

Saturday 


Europeans John Van den Berk and 
Bayle split the four heat race wins with 


Americans Damon Bradshaw and 


Larry Ward. The highlight of the heat 
races was a seesaw battle between 
Bradshaw and Stanton which was 
reminiscent of their fantastic struggle 
at the Charlotte, North Carolina, 
Supercross earlier this year. But to get 
to the final, they all had to qualify 
through one of two semi finals. 

А second-corner fall by Bayle in the 
first semi also brought down Van den 
Berk, and within a couple of laps they 
were joined at the back of the field by 
Pedro Tragter and Greg Albertyn 
when they collided while disputing 
second place. This let 500cc World 
champ Eric Geboers build up an 
enormous lead, but he would eventu- 
ally struggle to qualify. 

Four laps from the end Stefan Everts 
closed in on his Belgian compatriot 
and forced his way into the lead, but 
the whole time Bayle was closing in 
on them both. Two laps later Bayle 
was challenging Geboers, and the 
World champ's efforts to resist only 
resulted in him colliding with a hay 
bale. 

As Geboers remounted in fifth, Bayle 
set off after Everts. The Frenchman 
caught Everts, but the 17-year-old 
Suzuki ridex refused to be rattled and 
held the inside line to cross the finish 
line first. 

When the second semi started John- 
son grabbed the holeshot with Stanton, 
Ward and Bradshaw tucked in behind. 
The four circulated for several laps like 
an express train, then Ward and 
Bradshaw collided and had to work 
their way back up. Stanton eventually 








forced a way past Johnson to take the 
win, leaving Pekka Vehkonen to split 
the four Americans. 

Tragter looked certain to win the 
Last Chance Qualifier, but a simple 
fall at half distance gave the race to 
Dave Strijbos. Tragter still made the 
final via a competition in which the 
crowd’s. applause elected one rider tó 
the main by virtue of his acrobatic 
skills over the main jump. 

The main event was effectively over 
soon after the start. Bayle grabbed the 
holeshot and immediately settled into 
a rhythm while the rest of the pack 
sorted themselves out. Bayle could even 
afford the luxury of a fall at the 
halfway point without losing the lead, 
although it did allow Johnson to get 
close for a few laps. 

A first-lap crash in front of the pack 
by Albertyn had also allowed Johnson 
to break clear of his pursuers, espe- 
cially when Ward went down alone'à 
few laps later while running third: 

In the early traffic Everts had edged 
past Stanton, and the U.S. Camel 
Supercross Champion could find no 
way to get past the Belgian for most 
of the race. Three laps before the end, 
Stanton found his opening in the 
whoops, but his two American Honda 
teammates were long gone. Stanton’s 
third place was enough to clinch the 
Masters title, for although Bayle, his 
closest pursuer in the points, won, 
nothing that could happen on the next 
day to keep Stanton out of a top 15 
overall finish which was all he needed 
to clinch the title. 

Bradshaw had started poorly and 
spent the entire race working his way 
through to fifth behind Everts, while 
Ward held off strong challenges from 
Vehkonen and Edwin Evertsen. Van 
den Berk had led them for a time before 
he fell, and Geboers was never-in 
contention. 








Sunday 


Bayle had no difficulty winning the 
first heat on Sunday, and Ward was 
always just ahead of Stanton in heat 
two. Everts pushed Bradshaw all the 
way in heat three, while Albertyn 
idefeated Johnson in the fourth heat. 
| The real action once again began іп 
the semis. Jochen Jasinski led away in 
ithe first semi but was down to third 
when he crashed out. Bayle had taken 
command and went on to win with 
Johnson a clear second. Albertyn 
[Passed Van den Berk near the halfway 
{point and held on to third at the finish. 
Evertsen grabbed the final transfer 
Position behind Vehkonen after Trag- 
ter and another rider fell in the 
whoops. 
| Determined to score at least one win 
on his 18th birthday, Everts stormed to 
‘the front of semi two. Two laps later 
he coasted to the side of the track with 
Carburetion problems and let Ward 
through for a clear win as Bradshaw and 
Stanton had to come through the pack. 

Stanton had a mighty duel with 
Warren Edwards before both passed a 
tired Colin Dugmore near the end. 
Strijbos had crashed while running 
third at half distance and Geboers had 
crashed earlier when not in a strong 
position to qualify. 
| Everts rode calmly to win the Last 
Chance Qualifier, while Tragter once 
again made the main through the 
jumping contest. 

Van den Berk lept to the front of 
the final as Vehkonen, Edwards and 
Dugmore went down in the first turn. 
Bradshaw joined them at the back 
when he fell alone two corners later. 

While Van den Berk enjoyed his 
brief moment of glory, Johnson, 
Stanton and Ward disputed second as 
Bayle took no risks demoting Albertyn 
and Evertsen to set off in pursuit. 
"Ward's effort to split the two Hon- 
das. ahead of him ended when he 
crashed at the end of the whoops, but 
not before he had shot past Stanton. 
Ward's fall cost Stanton contact with 
second-place Johnson for a time. 

By the time Johnson caught Van den 
Berk just before the halfway point, 
Stanton was back on his rear fender 
with Bayle close behind. The two 
Americans shot under Van den Berk 
in.the same turn, while with Bayle, 
it took a couple of laps longer to 
demote the Dutchman, which cost him 
any chance of the win. 

Bayle closed up to Stanton at one 
point, but could never get close enough 
to put his front wheel inside. At the 
same time, Johnson made better use 
of traffic to get away for the win. 

After racing through from an llth- 
place start, Everts just failed to get Van 
den Berk for fourth. Just a few seconds 
later was an almost identical scene as 
Edwards came even closer to nipping 
Evertsen for sixth. Bradshaw followed 
them home, never having been able to 
close in on those ahead of him, while 
the remainder of the field was 
lapped. єх

Pat Dale drove 19 hours fromm near 
Seattle, Washington, to top the Sports- 
man Intermediate class during the 
Grand Prix event. Dale mixed it up 
early with Steve Coster and Mark 
Davenport after a seventh-place start. 
Early race leader Rob Hall hung tough 
for three laps before dropping behind 
the trio of Coster, Dale and Davenport. 
Coster led for 10 laps before Dale 
moved by for good. 

“This is by far my favorite race of 
the year, the track is the best anywhere 
and the weather is perfect plus I feel 
really great helping out the Rush Burn 
Foundation,” Dale said. 

McKenna motored away in the first 
Sportsman Expert moto during Fri- 
day’s motocross race.

Watmore lost yet another number 
one plate in the 125cc Sportsman 
Intermediate/Expert class at the hands 
of young Bobby Hubbard. Hubbard 
took advantage of Watmore's fall in 
the first moto to score the easy win 
over Ken Ratzloff and Watmore. 

Watmore came back charging in the 
second moto and won by more than 
30 seconds over Hubbard.

‘Darland dusts 'em at Sonoyta to 


Rocky Point Hare & Hound

SONOYTA, MEXICO, NOV. 11 

Sunnyslope Honda-sponsored Jeff Darland of 
Phoenix clinched his fifth consecutive Amer- 
ican Desert Racing Association’s Overall 
Championship Saturday during the 14th 
running of the 125-mile Sonoyta-to-Rocky 
Point Hare & Hound. 

Averaging 54.25 mph for 2:18:15, Darland 
roosted his way to the season finale win over 
Dirt and Street Unlimited’s Destry Abbott by 
over 10 minutes. Although he rode well, 
Abbott's KTM 250 was at a severe top speed 
disadvantage to Darland’s Honda CR500 on 
the very fast course (particularly the latter half 
that ran through miles of smooth, fast beach 
sand) and was later slowed by a flat front tire 
and a nearly bald rear tire. 

Darland capped off his 1990 season with 
five wins in six tries. He sat out the previous 
race in October because he couldn’t find a 
bike to ride then fell at the Heber 100 a month 
earlier and ended up in third. Although the 
cable TV technician had his problems with 
a flat front tire and smashing his hand into 
a barrel cactus during the race, he did 
capitalize on early race leader Jim Thomp- 
son's misfortune. 

Thompson outpaced Darland by nearly two 
minutes at the halfway point but ran out of 
gas with over 25 miles to go. Darland stopped 
and gave Thompson his spare gas but the 
Colorado kid ran it dry again several miles 
before the finish line. 

“I hitched a ride in by holding onto the 
tailgate of this local guy's pickup," explained 
a tired and disappointed Thompson. ‘We've 
never had a problem like this. I can’t 
understand why it (his CR500) couldn't make 
it on the gas we had. I think I'm cursed here.” 

Taking third overall in 2:30:07 was Ken 
Kozlik. “There was so much dust I missed 
my pit at the third checkpoint and spent the 
whole second part of the race trying to catch 
up," said Kozlik. 

After a year's hiatus to get married and seek 
more sponsorship, fourth overall finisher Dan 
Marchand bought back the bike he sold last 
year just to ride the Sonoyta-to-Rocky Point 
race. “This one is a must," said Marchand. 
“I bought my old bike back so I could race.” 

Claiming fifth overall at 2:33:14 and first 
in the 28* Senior Expert division was Kenneth 
Stumpff. 

“That was the best ride of my life," said 
the 35-year-old racer. “I got the holeshot and 
never saw anyone again. It's great to be back." 

Stumpff was seriously injured when he 
crashed his bike at high speed during the first 
race of the season in San Manuel, Arizona, 
and broke his back.

Moore scores Ventura Raceway - 
Motocross win

VENTURA, CA, NOV. 17 : 
Factory KTM rider Bobby Moore came home 
on holiday after competing in the Supercross 
at Barcelona, Spain, and he came out to 
Ventura Raceway to get in a little practice 
before heading back over to France for the 
Paris Supercross. Moore may have gotten a 
little more than he bargained for, though, 
when he tangled with local favorite Randy 
Moody in the 250cc Pro class. What started 
out as a yawner turned into an out and ou 

dogfight. " 

Moore, aboard a stock KTM 250, got ofi 
the line first in moto one ahead of Moody, 
Jim Holley and Tracy Monterone. The KTM 
rider opened up a quick lead and never looked 
back. Moody finished a distant second. 
Monterone took third after Holley dropped 
out early. 

Randy Moody came out like a tiger for the 
second moto. The Honda rider roared down 
the start straight to take the early lead with 
Moore and Monterone in tow. Moore stuck 
to Moody's back tire. 

On lap three of the eight-lap moto, Moody 
carried too much momentum over the tabletop 
and went wide in the next corner, allowing 
Moore to get by on the inside. A few corners 
later, Moody took an extremely tight line, 
clearly inside the apex of the unmarked tuxn 
and slammed Moore, using the KTM for. a 
berm. Moore followed Moody like a shadow, 
and then a lap later in the same corner, the 
KTM rider took the very same line and 
attempted a block pass, but Moody got оп 
the brakes hard, and when Moore slid past, 
Moody shot underneath and back into the 
lead. The two riders traded the lead back and 
forth and swapped paint several times, as the 
race heated up. At one point Moore got a good 
drive out of a corner and put a wheel in Кош 
of Moody in midair over a double jump, the 
two riders were so close it appeared that Moore 
got whacked in the head by Moody's front 
tire. Moody hung on to the lead until he cut 
a flat left-handed corner a little too close and 
caught a big tire with his front wheel. Moody, 
trying to recover, drifted into Moore's line and 
they both went down on top of each other. 

It was:a mad scramble to get going again, 
as both riders kicked their bikes and 
exchanged words. Amazingly both bikes fired 
up at the exact same time and they were at 
it sn with Moody in front and Moore only 
inches behind. 

Meanwhile, back in third place, Monterone 
was playing to the crowd, turning a set of 
doubles and a single jump into a monstrous 
triple. 

On the last lap, jut when it seemed that 
Moore was backing off a bit, Moody got out 
of shape while working through lappers and 
launched off a big fain The Honda rider 





came down so hard he knocked himself 
unconscious, handing the race to Moore. With 
his fist in the air Moore took the checkered 
flag and the overall victory on the night. The 
large crowd on hand st silently for several 
anxious minutes until Moody got back on his 
feet. Moore also rode over to the check on 
the fallen rider in a good show of 
sportsmanship.
